The Emperor 

Great Zemstvos Gathering in 
Russia Concludes Its 
Labors. 



A [Memorial Urging Reforms- to 
Be Handed to the Czar at 
Once. 



Much Speculation In Political 
Circles as to Reception it 
Will Get. 



St. Petersburg, Nov. 22.— The work 
of tUe Zemstvos meeting being accom- 
plished mid the only question remaining 
relating to aid of the wounded and dis- 
tressed, many of the members are a - 
ready leaving for their homes. At the 
last 'moment I he former memorial was 
altered to make it an expression of the 
hope that it is the wish of the Emperor 
to summon a national assembly. With 
the removal of the idea that the me- 
morial represents opposition to imperial 
authority every vestige of dissent van- 
ished. The practical result of the meet- 
ing as represented by the Emperor's re- 
spouse is now of all absorbing interest. 
The memorial will be presented to Inte- 
rior Minister Svintopolk-Mirsky tomor- 
row and by uim presented presently to 
His Majesty. There is no cine as to the 
outcome. The general idea in govern- 
ment circles and even of many of tlio 
members who participated in the meet- 
lug, is that it will be unfavorable, but 
the whole situation is so unprecedented 
that even the best Informed hardly know 
what to expect. (Inn of the most promi- 
nent members of the Zemstvos said to 
the Associated Press: "The general 
opinion of my colleagues is the reverse 
of optimistic Therefore, it is a-mistako 
to raise hopes that are doomed proba- 
bly to be disappointed. Hope exists. 
Probably there will be the usual at- 
tempt to temporize. We may not get 
all, but we should get something. The 
Emperor is kind-hearted and sincerely 
desirous of helping the people if he can 
conceive that the interests of the people 
and government lay that way, but he is 
surrounded by influences. The Imperial 
family are opposed to anything like the 
suggestion of the meeting. Of only one 
thing are we certain, Interior Minister 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky will present the me- 
morial to the Emperor. How far, or 
whether he will endorse it at all is not 
vor known, hut he will place it before 
Ilis Majesty If it costs liim bis position 
in the ministry. No matter what the 
Immediate result is. however, we have 
gained a remarkable victory. W e have 
put into form our opinions that the pres- 
ent system in the end must spell ruin 
or revolution. The Emperor knows tho 
character of those men whose names 
are attached to the memorial. They 
represent the best blood and thought of 
the empire. We are not revolutionists. 
Wo <lo net believe the people are pre- 
pared for a revolution. We support the 
mounn hlal idea, but we believe it must 
be a constitutional monarchy and that 
rhe Emperor must choose between tho 
moderate programme we offer or even- 
tually there will he a revolution. If 
there is no result now we will continue 
the work tor a generation and educate 
tho people. There will be a larger and 
:i stronger meeting next year. If the 
meeting is forbidden in St. Petersburg 
then it will take place in Moscow, Kieff 
or in an open Held if necessary. The 
movement will gather headway as time 
ellipses. We have risked our liberty and 
wo shall do so a gam. The law which 
makes agitation for a change in the 
form of government! punishable with 
penal servitude is still in force. We are 
amenable bill so long as Prince 
. . iutopolk-Mirsky is minister we know 
wo are safe. If he falls we take onr 
chances, although we feel sure the gov- 
ernment would not dare to reverse the 
policy of liberalism which has received 
such an impetus since Yon Plehve's 
death. The moment is propitious for 
concession. The government is in a 
difficult rtosition nnd needs the support 
and sympathy of the people. 1 helievo 
something at least will be granted. A I 
tree presH would he the greatest step 
short of calling a national assembly. If 
only the A. 1!

Sho refused to talk, hut a reliable au- 
thority .says her capture by the Chinese 
bandits, who took her into the Japanese 
lines, was part of her scheme to find 
her lover. Tho tirst reports said Miss 
Corelle had voluntarily entered the Japa- 
nese Hues. This now seems to be in- 
correct. 

Miss Corelle, it is now sum, was a 
nurse during the Boxer revolution and 
wou medals. During the war she was 
wounded in the arm and received the 
St. George medal because she continued 
to work when her wound was dressed. 
She is a remarkably handsome woman 
of 21 years of age. 

A young Itiisslan officer fell in lovo 
with the pretty young nurse, who recip- 
rocated his affection. This officer was 
among the missing, and it was believed 
he was wounded or a prisoner among 
tho Japanese. In order to find him, it 
is alleged, Miss Coreile strolled from 
the Russian camp and very cheerfully 
allowed the Chinese bandits to capture 
her. This was about ton days ago. Tho 
next step in her scheme was to.ijecomo 
a Japanese prisoner or reach their lines. 

The bandits, it is asserted, allowed 
ho,- to communicate with the French 
consul at New Chwang, following which 
a detail of Japanese soldiers reached 
their camp and Miss Corelle was taken 
to New Chwang. She tried to secure 
permission to go to Japan and search 
for her lover, but the Japanese gave 
her twenty-four hours in which to leave 
the town, suspecting her of being a spy. 
The French consul at Chefoo is now en- 
deavoring to obtain permission for Miss 
Corelle to nurse the wounded Russians 
in Jnjjau.

BANK ROBBERY 

Norfolk, Virginia Holds up a 
Teller In Broud Day- 
light. 



Norfolk, Ya., Nov. 22. — A robber to- 
day entered the Platte County Bank at 

Platte Centre, twentv miles south of 
here, shot the cashier, Barney Schroe- 
dcr, and escaped in a buggy. He did 
not secure any money. 

Cashier Schrocdor was at the teller's 
window when the robber appeared and 
presenting a revolver demanded the 
cash from the safe. Cashier Schroeder 
refused to turn over the money, and 
the robber fired at him, the bullet tak- 
ing effect in the breast. Schroeder is 
said to be fatally wounded. 

\Villiain Schrelp, a clerk in the bank, 
was in a back room when the robber en- 
tered. As soon as the clerk heard the 
shot he gave the alarm, but the robber 
jumped into his buggy and drove off. 
The citizens formed a posse at once and 
started in pursuit of the robber, who 
evidently was alone. The sheriff of 
Platte county at Columbus was also no- 
tified and started at once for Platte 
Centre. 

The robber wns captured by Sheriff 
Carrlg, and gave bis name as William 
Holden, a farm hand. 

The sheriff took up the pursuit in an 
automobile, the posse accompanying him 
on horseback. Holden was pressed hard 
about nine miles west of this city and 
filially overhauled. He shot at Ohnrles 
C. Englehom, whose horse shied and 
threw Englehom into a barbed wire 
fence, where be received severe injuries.

MUNICIPAL, MATTERS. 

Tlie time of the year has arrived when 
wo may seasonably discuss municipal 
niiittnrs. The campaign is not yet on, 

t the issues arc beglning to bo for- 
mulated in the minds of the electors, 
and in a flitiot waj a slate for the next 
board of Aldermen is being considered. 
Although there is nearly two months of 
work yet to bo done, it is perhaps not 
too early to discuss the record of the 
present board and outline some of the 
issues for its successor. Up to the 
present, which embraces practically 
everything for the year, the record may 
■be properly described as a progressive 
one, unusually so. 

A lut of work in the way of cement 
sidewalks, wood paving, opening up new 
streets, and macadamizing old ones, has 
been done which will constitute a per- 
manent asset of great value. Two mat- 
ters of importance were settled definite- 
ly—the Dxing of the C. I*. R. hotel prop- 
osition in a large and comprehensive 
way, which was followed by the eom- 
■menceinent of work on the foundations, 
and the securing of land near Curtis's 
Point for the purposes of our annual 
celebrations at the Gorge, thereby pre- 
serving unaltered, so to speak, one of the 
best traditions of early .Victoria life. 
Many other matters have engaged the 
attention of the Council of 1904, but the 
, foregoing may he regarded as the prin- 
cipal—the works upon which the elec- 
tors, mainly, will pass judgment when 
members of the present aldermanie board 
offer themselves for re-election. Most 
electors, we think, will agree with us 
in saying that on the whole the record 
lias been a good one. 

There are two matters, in particular, 
which will engage the attention of next 
yoar's council. One is the all important 
matter of waterworks, and tho other is 
Rock Bay bridge. In a measure, they 
nave occupied the attention of the pres- 
ent council, the members of which are 
framing a policy in regard to them. We 
believe that among the aldermen the 
feeling is general • that in dealing with 
the waterworks we should do so in a 
comprehensive and .systematically scien- 
tific manner upon data the most com- 
plete possible, and it is altogether prob- 
able that some definite announcement of 
policy will be made at an early date. 
In respect to Rock Bay bridge there 
seems to have been an understanding 
that it would be closed up after the di- 
version of the tramway, hut opposition 
j. as developed upon the part of those 
whose interests are affected and cannot 
be ignored. We may safely assume that 
the present council will not take the re- 
sponsibility of carrying out what was 
originally proposed without a mandate 
from the people, and it is doubtful if the 
citizens will agree to it. We understand 
that the City Engineer has condemned 
the present structure; if, therefore, it. is 
to be kept open a new structure or con- 
siderable repairs will be necessary. That, 
'however, should not stand in the way if 
business interests and the convenience 
of the public are to suffer by its non- 
use. It has been suggested that it be 
settled by a referendum at the time of 
the general municipal elections. The 
difficulty about that is that a great 
many persons would vote who bad no in- 
terest in the matter and might thereby 
inflict a hardship on the minority. 
The main issue, however, will be the 
waterworks. As to the necessity of an 
enlarged and greatly Improved system 
there can be no doubt in the mind of 
an\une. It is only a question whether 
the work shall begun next year or some 
subsequent year. We believe the great 
majority will say the sooner the better. 

ll is pletising to note that as a sub- 
stratum of policy in connection with im- 
provements being carried out there is 
one dominant idea, ami that is the fu- 
ture of the city as a desirable plai f 

resort and residence- to make ii clean 
and attractive. That is the idea to keep 
fully in mind in all future improvements, 
so that whether Victoria ever achieves 
industrial or commercial Importance, 
she will at least become a city of beau- 
tiful homes and a place that the peo- 
ple of the outside world will hive to 
come and see and enjoy. 



SKA POWER AND THE NORTH 
SKA CRISIS. 

Tin.' peculiar situation created by the 
attack of the Baltic licet, on the traw- 
lers in the North Sea, although the ten- 
sion has eased, is still the subject of I 
much discussion in the press and in. 
naval circles. The Naval and .Military! 
Record, which should be in an eminent- 
ly good position to view the incident in- 
telligently, refers to it at considerable 
length in its latest issue. It takes 0C- 
casion to point the moral, as well as to' 
discuss the details from a professional: 
vantage ground. Tin; mora! is "tho 
inestimable value of sea power" as illus- 
trated in the ability of the British Gov- 1 
eminent, with a large and woll-equipped 
tlcei. to promptly and peremptorily de- 
mand redress, To briefly state the posi- 1 

tioll, the British people were as one! 
man intent upon immediate and ample! 
punishment for what, without reasonable 
explanation, was regarded as "an out- 1 
rage." The slate of public opinion in! 
Groat Britain, ami throughout the Ein-| 
pile, for that matter, was well known 
abroad, and as the paper in question 
expressed it, "stuck in the gorge of the 
Russian people," and, moreover, other,] 
neutral, ppwers were by no means unani- 
mous in regard to our rights to demand' 
i in- punishment of Russian officers re-, 
sponsible for the murderous attack upon 
tiie Ashing fleet. Under such ciremn- 
slanees. therefore, Russia, witllOUl a 

formal demonstration of sufficient force" 
to back up our demands, would havo 
been but little inclined to have complied 
with them. No large fleet would havo 
been necessary, it is pointed out, to have 
sent the Russian ships to the bottom. I 
J/ord Charles Reresford, with his Chan- i 
nel squadron, would have looked after 
that. Rut the danger weld: much farther 
it Iran that, a danger which was, or 



could only have been, avoided by the 
state of the Royal Navy. No power 
would wantonly go 6 up against Great 
Britain on the sea and, as succinctly 
stilted, "it is widely recognized that 
Russia understands no argument but 
the argument of force." Hence the 
great value of a sea power in avoiding 
conflict. The Naval and Military Re- 
cent times in which this power to de- 
fend ourselves has had a sound "nioral" 
effect on other powers. 

It was not, however, for the purpose 
of applying the foregoing nioral that 
wo .referred to the subject, but to givo 
an expert opinion on the -merits of the 
Russian case, so 'far as has appear^* 
in the statements of Admiral Rodjest- 
vensky. Our readers are familiar with 
his explanation of the incident. Tho 
Naval and Military Record takes no 
stock in its genuineness whatsover, 
and concludes from its tone that "he 
is not a lit person to be entrusted with 
tho command of a gunboat, much less 
of a fleet." It points out that he was 
thirty miles out of the course which 
the licet should have followed, and if 
this was due to ignorance of naviga- 
tion, such a blunder would be almost 
impossible in an efficient navy. It would 
be tho very place that Japanese torpedo 
boats would least expect to find tho 
(Russian fleet. As there were torpedo 
boats, however, as attested to by the 
fishermen who saw them approach, and 
as it was practically imposible for Japa- 
nese torpedo boats to be lurking in the 
North Sea without discovery, .they must 
have belonged to the Russian fleet. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent of a 
Paris newspaper mentioned a minor 
that the Admiral may have fired on 
his own ships, which, it is thought, ac- 
counts for his long silence, as he would 
not imagine that he had hit the trawlers 
as well. It would also account for sev- 
eral casualties reported and the fact of 
several ships being damaged by projec- 
tiles. Sir William White, late Chief 
Naval Constructor, tells us, says the 
Naval and Military Record, that the 
Baltic licet is not only a medley lot, but 
that the best officers and crews had all 
gone out to the Far East and that the 
officers -and' crews under the Russian 
Admiral were ill-trained men hastily got 
together. Such explanations as these, 
which, of course, will be duly considered 
by the International Commission, would 
clear up a lot of mystery; but it is a sad 
commentary on the condition of a fleet 
that is going out to copo with Admiral 
Togo. If the Admiral was frightened at 
"his own shadow" in the North Sea, 
what, may we ask. will be tho condi- 
tion of his nerves when lie encounters 
tho real substance of a fighting fleet?

Martin Burrell, as will he seen, made 
a splendid run, and bad the election in 
Yale-Cariboo been held at the same time 
as in other constituencies, li is return by 
a large majority would have been cer- 
tain. Both Messrs. Mackintosh anil Bur- 
roll are to he congratulated upon their 
determination to light tho election to a 
finish, although almost certain defeat 
stared them in the face. Mr. Burrell 
had a living chance, as it was, but the 
temptation to vote with the winning side 
is too great id almost any constituency. 



SETTLERS AND IRRIGATION. 

The National Irrigation Congress has 
been holding a session at El Paso, 
Texas. This is an institution that, lias 
been instrumental! in doing great good 
in the United States in developing irriga- 
tion methods and systems. It has been 
really responsible fur the splendid work 
now being undertaken by the Federal 
Government in so many of the States 
in which there are largo areas of arid 
lands, much of which is being brought 

into cultivation as a eonsoqi ee. It. is 

a work which we would like to see un- 
dertaken by tin- Dominion Goveninusnt 
in British Columbia as one of the most 
effective means of developing a resource 
which would bring great beuelits, no; 
only to the Province but to the Domiii- 

Duriug the course of the proceedings 
of the convention, a letter was received 
fiom President Roosevelt, in which be 
expressed high approval of the work 
ol iho Congress in the past, and showed 
that be had a most intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the nature of the irrigation 
problem, Two paragraphs in the Presi- 
dent's leiier are worthy of special at- 
tention. They express sentiments of 
great value, which are applicable to con- 
ditions here as well as to those in the 
I ii. led States : 

'■'l no passing of the reclamation law- 
was a great step toward realizing the 
desire to produce water for, irrigation. 
But always, and in every place, tlie best 
Use of public lands is their use by the 
man who has come to stay. There are, 
unfortunately, in every part of our coun- 
try, a -l ew men whose interests are pure- 
ly temporary, who are eager to skim 
the cream and go. Instead of Using the 
forests conservatively, they would, for 
example, abuse anil destroy the natural 
reservoirs upon which National irriga- 
tion depends, to the permanent loss of 
every agency which makes for the true 
development and lasting greatness of 
I he irrigable Slates. Such interests COH- 
HOt l.c allowed to control. 

"Now that your first great object has 

been aei plislicd in the passage of t be 

reclamation law, you should make your- 
selves the guardians of the future and 
the unrelenting and watchful enemies of 
every attempl to wasle any of the great 
resources in the forestry, grazing and 
mineral wealth, the foundation stones of 
tin. newer and greater West for irriga- 
tion and every other interest which you 
represent. Tlie period of oxclusiveness' 
is passed. The stock interests are no j 
longer independent of the mining Inter- 
ests, nor either of them independent of 
the irrigator. A closer interweaving 
than ever before is at hand among nil 
the groat interests ot' the whole coun- 
try. One cannot prosper without the 
other. To the future) growth and great- 
ness of th« Other Western interests we 
depend, in the lirst degree, upon the de- 
velopment of irrigation and the develop- 

me f irrigation will depend upon tho 

protection and wise use of the existing 
forests, and the creation of new ones, 
and the proper control of (he grazing. 
Your work for the good of one interest 
is for the good of all."

It. F. Langfoi'd, writing in the Winni- 
peg Tribune, has the following to say, 
in the course of a long article, respecting 
fruit culture in British. Columbia : 

'Most people know .something about 
the tine fruit grown in our Pacific prov- 
ince, but few are aware how profitable 
the industry is, of under what ideal cou- 
ditions it is conducted and what an ex- 
tensive range of country is admirably 
adapted for the purpose. This is es- 
pecially true regarding the interior, with 
which this letter purposes to deal. 

"Broadly speaking, it may be said 
that all tin: region south of the. main 
line of the C. I'. B., and lying between 
t lie Eraser river on the west «nd Koo- 
tenay hike on the east, is well within 
the fruit belt, in several instances it 
markedly overlaps these limits. Through- 
out this area there ure great viu-iutious 
in climate depending oil altitude or 
other physical conditions. Often within 
a few miles the climate varies exceed- 
ingly, so that all localities are not equal- 
ly adapted to particular kinds of fruit, 
but anywhere within the region desig- 
nated where suitable soil can be found 
at a sufficiently low altitude, there fruit 
can be abundantly grown. Tho total 
area, however, adapted for horticulture, 
is exceedingly limited. British Colum- 
bia lias been truthfully called 'a sea of 
mountains,' but there cannot be moun- 
tains without valleys, and it is in these 
valleys the tillable soil is found. Both 
aliunde and rock preclude cultivation of 
i In- mountains, but the valley lands are 
all the more valuable because of their 
scarcity and proximity to the moun- 
t.ains. 'The arable lauds are found ex- 
clusively along the slioies of tll«' lakes 
and rivers, a plateau here, a fringe 
there, a fragment somvwhere else or a 
spot ol sloping soil hemmed in among 
the mountain spurs at the water's edge, 
often with towering, snow-clad moun- 
tains in tiie background or foreground. 
These desirable patches of mother earth 
vary in size from a few acres to a few 
hundred, and. in rare eases, a few thou- 
sand. Frequently a mountain rivulet 
tumbles down over or near these little 
scraps of soil, enhancing their value 
manifold, because providing abundant 
I water for cheap individual irrigation. 
Tiie larger areas are more or less irri- 
gable from the main water courses by 
collective enterprise, but not much has 
vet been done in this direction, except in 
the Okanagan valley. Some of the larg- 
est and most promising fruit, areas in 
the province that are susceptible o£ irri- 
gation are as yet untouched, because 
their development is only feasible on a 
large scale, involving heavy expense be- 
vond the scope of individual initiative. 
When these dormant sections are util- 
ized, it can only be by joint stock com- 
panies, or better still, by the provincial 
government, if the provinco is ever 
fortunate enough to possess a govern- 
ment with suflleient energy, intelligence 
and foresight to inaugurate works that 
would be of such untold benefit to the 
country.

"For ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain," the niatrlinouiai agent 
appears to be hard to beat. After all th«i 
cynical tilings that have been written 
on the subject of marriage, from thu 
famous advice of Mr. Punch which con- 
sisted in the one word "don't," to thu 
naughty epigrams of modern English 
dramatists, it would not he supposed 
that the children of this generation 
would extend much patronage to agen- 
cies devoted to match-making. Bui bhc 
.supposition is all wrong and one is led ro

Vtwing partially charmed by the reader's 



description of the number Of girls who 
are anxious to marry him ami endow 
him with sufficient wealth to keep him 
in luxury, even to tin' extent of all auto 
mobile. That §5 becomes a spectre at 
the feast, a serpent in this matrimonial 
Garden of Eden. You have to Bud it 
ami send it. off to Philadelphia befor 
tiny of these fascinating widows will 
enter into correspondence with you, and 
it acts as a damper to the average man 
who hates to pay in advance for any- 
thing. There are more reasons than 
one, however, for this condition. In one 
part of the communication received by 
the citizen before mentioned, it is point- 
ed out that "as the $5 covers all ex- 
penses until married, you will under- 
stand that it is for my interest to suit 
you as soon as possible." Quito an in- 
ducement to the man in a hurry! 

A little farther on the prospectus be- 
comes poetic: "You will find the money 
well invested, and the result will bring 
to you a uew interest in life, as 1 am

However, thfre is n footnnt» 
to the form, writ ten by the manageress 
of the society, "Her character and so- 
cial standing arc at the best, with u 
sweet disposition." which may partially 
reassure the speculator in the new mar- 
riage market.

Wonderful Record Established 
by Tacoma During Past 
Two fvionths. 



Figures That Show Enormous 
Importance of Export 
Traffic to Asia. 



Yesterday morning's Tacoma Ledger 
contained thu following valuable notes 
on tho phenomenal business done at that 
great shipping port for two months past. 
While tlio figures for Seattle for tho 
same period tire not yet available; it is 
quite, safe to report that Tacoma occu- 
pies tho premier place as the greatest 
loading port on the Pacific north of v San 
Francisco, and is running the Golden 
'.Statu metropolis a close race for first 
•UJaeo : 

Shipments to the Orient in the past 
few mouths have been heavier and more 
valuable than fur months prior to Kep- 
'tember 1, and the demand for tonnage 
to tho Far East still continues. All 
kinds of goods are shipped, from contra- 
band rails, machinery and locomotives 
to foodstuffs, clothing and raw [material.' 

Beginning September 1. ten vessels 
have taken cargoes valued at « total of 
$3,338,524 from Tacoma 'for the Orient. 
This figure includes only 'September and 
October, as the statistics for the present 
month are not yet complete. If the 
value of goods taken from Tacoma by 
the Tremout, or by the Shawmut, Deuca- 
lion and Quito, now loading in Tacoma, 
are included, it would increase the above 
figures by probably $1,500,000 or 
OHO.lIt). This is a splendid showing, es- 
pecially when it is recalled that these 
figures tire simply the Oriental shipments 
from Tacoma and do not include those 
taken by steamers running from this 
port to other parts of the world. 

In tho figures given above, is included 

the valt f the great cargo taken froj'i 

Tacoma by the British steamship Tole- 
machus, which for a long time will bold 
the record for values of the coast. The 
goods taken by the big freighter won' 
worth $1,555,327.

Seattle-Nome Boat Completes an Un- 
pleasant Trip. 

Death followed in the wake of the 
gasoline schooner Duxbury, which, ac- 
cording to ndvices received by the Post- 
Intelligencer Monday evening from Port 
Angeles, arrived there in the morning 
after a stormy passage marked by many 
dramatic incidents: Capt. OldemtitV. re- 
ports the death at sea of Mate Walter 
E. Willett, who took passage with him 
at Dutch harbor. 

I 'apt. Ohleuiutz himself bad' a narrow
